He expected 


to see more evidence of it today on 
his way back to Minneapolis over 


*the South Soo and the main line, 


the party reaching Minneapolis to 
night. 


"I am very agreeably surprised at 


the crop prospects in North Dakota." 
paid Mr. Jaffray, on his private car 
last night. "They've got a crop. The 
question of a big crop is entirely a 
/question of weather—the next ten 
•days. 
The crop in the northern 


part of the state is big, but two 
weeks off from harvest 
with rust 


quite general. 
It might be seriously 


affected 
if the weather turned un 


favorable.

Much 
has been written, he said, concern- 
ing the unsuitability of tropical cli- 
mates for Europeans but it is now 
the accepted medical opinion that 
not one of the supposed unfavorable 
factors in a tropical climate, heat, 
humidity, monotony in temperature, 
or the effect of the sun's actinic 
rays, is in itself an ob-stacie to the 
successful 
colonization of tropical 


countries by a white population. 


In conclusion Prof. Gregory said

racial integrity hat failed to secure 
harmonious progress in North Am- 
erica and South Africa.

Not luck, but work, 
according to D. (¡. Wallace, assistant 
j)atliologist of the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, Minneapolis. 
Mr. Wallace was here lust aight with 
President Jutfruy’s party of the Soo 
line. 
The rust is later because of the 
c.ompaign uiAinst the common bar­ 
berry bush, he says. 
It is possible, 
be declares, by roatinuiiig this cam­ 
paign to eliminate rust entirely, or at 
least to hold it back until it conics 
too late to destroy crops. 
He be­ 
lieves it has been held back 
long 
enough this year to save millions of 
dollars to wheat farmers. 
“I'his year, to the minds of those 
vitally interested and closely con­ 
nected with the rust question, tlie 
removal of some ten millions of bar­ 
berry hushes in the rust area of 13 
states is directly 
responsible 
for 
holding hack of rust to such a late 
date that it will nut atfect the bulk 
of the crop injuriously,’’ said Mr. 
Wallace. 
How It Spreads 
That the barberry 
bush is 
the 
cause of the spread of black rust is 
proven beyond doubt, in Mr. Wallace’s 
opinion. 
Therefore, he believes, the 
campaign against the burberry must 
go on to a conclusion or the millions 
of dollars already spent will he lost. 
Burberry does not produce 
rust, 
Mr. Wallace said. 
Rust is n fungus 
parasite—a 
plant—itself, he 
said. 
The first stage is the red rust. This 
does not carry over the winter. The 
second and bud stage is the black 
rust. 
This does carry over the win­ 
ter by going to the barbery hush. The 
rust plant develops on the barberry 
bush early in the spring. 
If there 
is no barberry bush it cannot develop. 
The barberry is spread through 
birds carrying the’ seed. 
Sjiores of 
black rust are carried hundreds of 
miles by wind. 
If the barberry is 
destroyed in North Dakota, according 
to Mr. Wallace, it means that black 
rust found on North Dakota wheat 
must come from long distances, car­ 
ried by the wind. 
This takes time. 
Destruction of the barberry in North 
Dakota, 
therefore, he 
said, 
means 
holding hack the rust uiitil'm ost of 
I the crop is safe. 
Destruction of the 
barberry in all the 13 rust 
states 
means entire elimination of rust. 
Europea Experience 
The connection of the common, or 
F?uropean, barberry and rust was es­ 
tablished in Europe in 1560, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Wallace. 
France, .Eng­ 
land and Germany have virtually eli­ 
minated rust through destruction of 
practically all barberry bushes.

■Policies For Ititer-Racial

Relations

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 7.—The ques­ 
tion whether white and colored ra­ 
ces can 
associate 
profitably 
was 
athong those raised today by Prof. 
J. W. Gregory, of Glasgow Univer­ 
sity, in ah address before the Bfil- 
ish Association for the Advaqce- 
ment of Science. 
The white race, the speaker point­ 
ed out, governs eight ninths of the 
habitable land of the globe, and its 
responsibility (is. becoming ani al­ 
most dangerous burden. 
This be­ 
cause the colored ra'ces are increas­ 
ing in nuhlbers more rapidly than 
the whites, and the personal author­ 
ity which the qrhite man held at the 
end of the last century has suffered 
a momentous decline. 
Considering next Hiter-racial rela­ 
tions, Dr. Gregory suggested that in 
countries where white and colored 
races lived sid¿ by 'side, four poli- 
ci'es' niiffht be' followed:—LI) amal­ 
gamation by inter-m arriágé (2) có- 
irelidehce 
w ith .' com plete' 
social 
separation (3) disfrancliisament 
of 
the colored pppnlgtion or (4) the se- 
grejgaUqn oi the différént $aces in 
separate' cóantriéa Mn ' communities. 
The ^oliey ef eb-residence ‘ with 
social sépáration is on its trial at 
the presebt day in the United :$tates. 
There, fii'spite'of all effor(s to prot 
mote good feeling and cb-^operatipn 
between the two races, the lieg'ro 
question remains n continual meu- 
ace, an apparently nnsoluab}« prob­ 
lem.

Prof. Gregory 
next 
dealt with 
the situation in South Africa where, 
he said, the system of segregation 
was one of the main political issues 
at (lie present time. 
Turning to the question of trop­ 
ical colonization. Dr. Gregory 
said 
that ill the case of A ustralia un­ 
doubtedly the wisest measure would 
be the occupation of the entire con­ 
tinent by the European race. Much 
has been written, he said, concern­ 
ing the unsuitability of tropical cli­ 
mates for Europeans but it is now 
the accepted medical opinion th at 
not one of the supposed unfavorable 
factors in a tropical 
climate, heat, 
humidity, monotony in tem perature, 
or the effect of the sun’s actinic 
rays, is in itself an obstacle to the 
successful colonization of Rropical 
countries by a white population. 
In conclusion Prof. Gregory said 
"The policy of 
co-residence with 
racial integrity has failed to secure 
harmonious progress in North Am­ 
erica and South Africa. 
The devel­ 
opment of the best 
qualities 
of 
these races requires their separate 
existence as a whole, with oppor­ 
tunities for individual 
association 
and cooperation. 
In view of the in­ 
ter-racial difficulties that have de­ 
veloped wherever the races are in- . 
termingled, 
A ustralia 
will 
throw 
away a unique opportunity if it fails 
to make a patient effort to secure 
the whole continent as the home of 
the white race.”

Each year the nerves of those watching a wheat crop 
mature in the Northwest are racked by the menace of rust. 
■ An excellent crop, the result of careful selection of seed, 
good farming and splendid weather conditions, may be vir- 
: tually ruined by black stem rust in a short time. 
Surely, 
if the Northwe.st continues to raise wheat every effort of 
• farmer and scientist should be bent toward combatting this 
. annual menace. 
• A North Dakota “Luther Burbank,” John Briski, in the 
, southwesteni part of the state is declared to have developed 
a wheat that will ripen ten to twelve days ahead of present 
; varieties, accomplishing this by selection over a number of 
■ years. 
If true, he has made an immense contribution to 
, agricultural life in the Northwest. 
Early and careful plant- 
■ ing this year has proved its worth to the farmer, in enabling 
; wheat to mature before rust comes. 
But the rust problem itself constitutes the greatest ob­ 
: I'ective. Scientists of the United States Department of Ag­ 
riculture have worked on this problem for many years. They 
•: have become convinced that rust spores are spread through 
the medium of the common barberry bush, on which they 
Í thrive. Millions of dollars have been spent in the campaign 
to eliminate the barberry bush. 
D. G. Fletcher, in an interview printed elsewhere in this 
. issue, tells of the course of the rust spore. Europe, he says, 
■ first proved that elimination of the barberry wou d eliminate

Science Solving Smoker’s Problems 
FORD DREAMS OLD STUFF

Ur. Hay Lyman Wilbur, president | 
of Stanford university, broaches a 
topic of profound interest to educa­ 
tors and others in a letter in which 
he pleads for more male teachers in 
the schools. 
The subject has given 
concern to cartful observers 
for a 
good while. If it is true, us some cri­ 
tics have asserted, that the boys of 
the present generation lack some of 
the spirit of selfrelianre, and initia­ 
tive, and firmness, th at they mature 
a guod deal mure slowly than youths 
did in the earlier times, it is worth 
while to inquire whether this may 
nut be due in some measure to the 
feminizing of education in the com­ 
mon schools. 
There is nothing to be said in dis­ 
paragem ent of the school m istress in 
this association. 
The issue of wo­ 
man’s right to enter every profession 
has been settled by the 
course of 
events, woman's ability is conceded, 
acceptance of her status is a fait ac­ 
compli, the relative intellectual ca­ 
pacity of the sexes has no place in 
the present discussion. 
But all that 
can be said in praise of the woman 
teacher leaves 
open the 
question 
w hether boys are not 
additionally 
benefited by contacts with men, par­ 
ticularly in 
the 
adolescent 
years. 
There is almost no difference of opin­ 
ion among educator^on this heading. 
It is generally contended th at they 
are. 
The 
education, 
as 
distinguished 
fro m ' the formal schooling, of the 
boys of the past has been marked by 
contacts with their elders of the same 
sex in degree that is hardly possible 
under the new 
order. 
Dr. W ilbur 
points out th at “the age of invention, 
power and economic organization is 
cheating the boy and girl out of the 
training formerly possible.” The well 
known inclination of many parents to 
shift the burden to the shoulders of 
the teacher may be mentioned in this 
connection because it stands out in 
contrast to the practise of a former, 
if not a better, period. Boys did have 
a great deal of training from their 
fathers when we were prim arily an 
agricultural people, when crafts were 
learned in the shop and handed down 
from fath er to son. 
"W hether it 
was woodcutting, currying a horse, 
or other chores, men were the in­ 
structors and set the requirem ents.” 
It can be stated with confidence that 
men on the whole knew what to ex--

But as soon as a nation gets a powerful military organ­ 
ization, she’s tempted to use it. Confident of her power, she 
“takes' lip” from nobody. 
Like pistol - toting by the indi­ 
vidual— it incline# him to chip-on-the-shoulder mental at­ 
titude. 
This was true of Germany. 
It is true of all nations. 
. 
Henry Ford is a patriot. 
Quite naturally, he believes 
that his country, America, is more just and noble and altru­ 
istic than any other nation— in fact, that we are the only 
people who can be trusted with super-military power. 
The rest of the world doesn’t think so. 
Every other 
country has same notion about itself. 
It’s a natural product 
of the fetish called patriotism, is this holier-than-thou at­ 
titude. 
Until nations get rid of this attitude that “I’m the only 
fair and honest gent in the crowd,” there can be no interna­ 
tional brotherhood. 
A police system must be by mutual 
agreement, not by self-appointment.
